Political Events. 

he next State elections in order, Con- 
necticut having elected its town officers on 
Tuesday, and Georgia its State oflicers 
anda Legistature on Wednesday that will 
elect a United States Senator, are thosé¢ of 
Indiana, which oecurs Tuesday next, Octo- 
ber 12, for State oflicers, Congressmen, and 
a Legislature which will choose a United 
States Senator; Ohio election same day, for 
minor State officers and Congressmen; 
West Virginia, Friday, October, 15, for 
State officers and a Legislature which will 
choose a United States Senator. West Vir- 
ginia will also vote upon two proposed 
amendments to the State Constitution, re- 
lating to Courts and to trial by Jury. Af- 
ter these elections no more will be held un- 
til the great Presidential contest of Novem- 
ber second. 

We give a list of twenty-four members 
of the United States Senate whose terms 
expire on the 3d of March, 1881, each gen- 
tleman’s party affiliations being indicated. 
Of the whole number ten are Republicans 
and fourteen are Democrats. ‘The Senate 
consists of seventy-six members, of whom 
forty-two are Democrats, thirty-three are 
Republicans and one is Independent. On 
party issues the Senate stands practically 
forty-four to thirty-three, and in order to 
reverse the majority the Republicans must 
hold the seats they now have &nd gain six 
of thogp at present held by the Democrats. 
The following list. therefore, presenting as 
it does all the existing possibilities of a 
change, may be studied with interest:

Some excitement is manifested in Boston, 
over the operations of a banking company, 
called ‘*The Ladies Deposit,” doing business 
at Number 2, East Brookline St., in that 
city. The company receives deposits of 
money from only “‘single ladies, old and 
young,” who own no real estate and are 
supposed to have no income from any 
source other than their labor. The great 
inducement held out to parties to make de- 
posits is that interest at the rate of eight 
dollars per month, 4 ong hundred dollars, 
will be paid every three months in advance, 
and that the principal can be withdrawn at 
any time. The only parties known to the 
public connetted with this wonderful bank- 
ing institution are Mrs. E. C. Howe, Presi- 
dent, and Miss J. A. Gould, Agent. A sin- 
gle woman, having one hundred dollars, 
ean, by depositing it with these women, re- 
ceive twenty-four dollars for three months’ 
interest and a note for one hundred dollars, 
signed by Miss J. A. Gould, Agent, promis- 
ing te pay interest on the same, at the rate 
of eight dollars a month, every three 
months in advance and to return the one 
hundred dollars when demanded. 

Now it does not seem possible that in 
New England and especially in Boston, that 
such an institution as this could thrive a 
day—but “truth is stranger than fiction,” 
and this banking house is flourishing. The 
papers have called attention to it and ex- 
plained to the people that it is absolutely 
impossible for anybody even if they were 
owners of a gold or silver mine, to carry on 
a business paying such interest. Our say- 
ings institutions are surroynded by the 
most stringent and careful provisions of 
law, made necessary by the experience of a 
long term of years. hey must be char- 
tered by the State. Officers are publicly 
chosen and sworn to perform their duties 
and all those who handle the deposits or 
funds. are placed under heavy bonds to 
faithfally perform their duties. The Leg- 
islature even regulates how the investments 
shall be made and does not permit an ofli- 
cer of one of these institutions to borrow or 
use any portion of the deposits. These 
banks are examined by State officers and a 
public report made of their condition, show- 
ing their deposits, the nature of their in- 
vestments and giving their general condi- 
tion. 

All this is done for the protection of the 
people who deposit in these banks. But 
here are two women, unknown, with no vis- 
ible property, starting a banking business, 
promising the payment of a rate of interest 
that no business, legitimate or illegitimate, 
can stand; offering no security whatever to 
the depositors, and yet we find it doing a 
thriving business. Many have applied for 
the return of their money and in every in- 
stance, so far, have received it, but every 
sensible man and woman knows that the 
crash must come and that when it does 
come, those that can least afford it will be 
the heaviest losers. How extensive this 
business has become will never be known 
until the failure comes and then not fully. 
It is said by those who have investigated 
the matter that this novel bank has a large 
number of customers throughout New En- 
gland, many of them coming, we regret to 
siy, from this State. The desire to accu- 
mulate wealth rapidiy seems instinctive and 
it may be that it is only by the stern, inex- 
orable lesson of experience that one will 
learn that all these offers which promise 
wealth without the proper equivalent are 
only traps to dupe the unsuspecting and 
fhat wealth honestly acquired must come 
either by gift, inheritance, or as the result 
of honest toil.

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THE EDUCATIONAL ACTS of Great Brit- 
tain have recently been changed so as to 
make primary education compulsory. Not 
only is it required that children shall be 
sent to school, but the local authorities are 
held responsible for the enforcement of the 
law. Penalties are provided for cases 
where local authorities fail or neglect to 
compel regular school attendance in their 
respective districts. It is easy enough for 
the rulers of Great Britain to make a law 
of this character, but, despite its rigid pro- 
vision, it will be next to impossible to en- 
force it. The circumstances and conditions 
of the poorer classes prevent the greatest 
obstacle to general education in that coun- 
ty. The working people are poor and with 
rare exceptions, there is no prospect of any 
improvement in their condition while they 
remain in British territory. Wages for all 
kinds of labor, not only in Great Britain 
but throughout Europe, are small, and the 
working man is in many instances forced 
to sell the services of his children to main- 
tain his growing family. If the laboring 
people could earn money enough to sup- 
port their children at school, they would 
in all probability gladly avail themselves 
of educational facilities without the need 
of compulsory laws. 

Tite SUGAR Beet. A California letter 
says: “The 2500 acres of sugar beets at 
Los Angelos show a high per cent of sugar 
anda yield of 15 tons per acre. As at 
present conducted, beet sugar making pays, 
and there is room for 100 more factories.” 
The department of agriculture is prepar- 
ing a very elaborate morograph on the cul- 
ture of the sugar beet root. There are 
now but half a dozen factories for its man- 
ufacture in the United States—one in this 
State, one in Massachusetts and the rest in 
California. The department, in its treatise, 
will urge more: extensive culture of the 
beet and the erection of additional factor- 
ies for its conversion into sugar.

Robert Collyer’s Early Life. 

At Poughkeepsie, N. Y., the other night, 
Rev. Robert Collyer, of New York, gave 
an account of his birth and breeding. 
Born in a cottage with two rooms and an 
attic, claimed that he was well born. 


His father was a blacksmith, as good a 
smith as ever was born. and that was all; 








blood, for his father was one of the most 
healty of men, and his mother one of the 
healthiest of women; and so he was fortu- 
nate in his birth. The moral of this for 
his hearers was **Don‘t marry a doll.” He 
was well-bred. His parents were poor; the 
weekly income to support the growing 
family was less than five dollars; and 
there were no free schools. But they lived 
within that income. That mother, who is 
now among the saints, made this income 
stand good for enough to eat. two suits of 
clothes for week-day and Sunday, house 
rent and fire, a bit of tobacco and a pint of 
beer for the good man of the house, and 
all the schooling we could take until we 
were big enough to work in the factory. 
Oat-meal and milk, and oat cake a plenty, 
with a bit of meat always for the worker, 
and sometimes for the smaller fry, and 
sip of tea on Sundays, “stick-jaw pudding 
that tires your chin, with the marmalade 
spread over so thin,” potatoes and salt, 
and then more oatmeal, and the result is 
that to this day not one of us know what 
you mean by a “system,” or a *digestion™ 
or a “constitution,” so strong and sure are 
the foundations of eur life. Sunday-school 
and church twice every Sunday; no re- 
wards and no picnics; and I do not know 
where to look for any human agency so 
great and good—when [ ask myself how it 
is I am pastor of the Church of Messiah in 
New York—as that Sunday-school.

One article in the home creed was that 
each boy must learn a trade; and soon 
after he reached the age of fourteen he 
was apprenticed to a blacksmith. He _ be- 
came a thorough workman; but he says 
the good blood began to tell now, and the 
clean breeding, and that help of God with- 
out which a man’s life is a rope of sand. 
It was hard work. The thing was very 
simple. He saw it was growing on him to 
love drink, and said: * This will never do. 
If [ keep on, I shall be in the gutter with 
the old man. I will never touch a glass of 
beer again, or anything of the sort, until 
lam sure of myself, and forever sure, be- 
tween any fight between a man and a beer 
pbarrel the man ought to win.” Lis pas- 
sion for reading grew stronger as the 
means of its indulgence increased; and,

A man by the name of Chase first settled 
the Dwelley place, where James Grover 
now lives. He wasa man of great cour- 
age and iron nerve; « little story will serve 
to illustrate this. ° 

Previous to his coming here from his na- 
tive town, Guilford, N. H., a panther had 
made great havoc among the sheep and 
young animals during the summer and au- 
tumn months. Upon the first fall of snow 
a party of some fifteen or twenty were 
raised to hunt the ‘‘varmint.”’ Chase, with 
two others, formed a detachment, and 
were following the trail: the third day of 
the hunt. They were growing weary and 
somewhat disheartened when upon looking 
back during a halt, it was discovered that 
the panther was hunting them, following 
their trail. He was not far away. and his 
movements and aspect denoted business. 
He was an enormous “Indian Devil,” and 
ferocious looking enough to daunt ordinary 
courage. Chase proposed that each stand 
by the other for better or for worse and 
fight it out on that line.

His wife was a Blethen and had folks re- 
siding in Thorndike. Mr. Richard Morgan 
bought of Stieckney’s heirs and lived upon 
the place for a long time ; he removed some 
IS years ago to Wisconsin. 

SETH Brown took up the Tlolbrook 
place in Knox. When Thomas Holbrook 
bought out he bought the place where 
Alonzo Roberts now lives. He built a 
store opposite where Dr. A. W. Rich lives, 
and near where the blackshith shop stands, 
sold here and moved to China. The store 
was rented to one Potter who traded in it 
aspell, and robbed and burned it as the 
general opinion was. ‘The old cellar, or 
site, may be seen now. - 

Lucius Curtis came from Scituate, 
Mass., took up the farm where Leonard 
Rowe now lives. ‘The road used to go up 
the hill past his buildings ; traces of it may 
yet be seen. He sold his farm late in life 
and removed to the Nathan Curial place 
near the shingle mill, rebuilt the mill, and 
died after a few years. 

SAMUEL JONES moved from Camden and 
settled on what is now part of the Isaae 
Reynolds farm. He had a family of 12 
children, 8 of which grew to man and 
womanhood; 5 are now living. Daniel 
Jones who lived for many vears on a farm 
on the south side of Oak Hillin South 

srooks, and who now lives near the sta- 
tion at Brooks village, is the only one left 
of this family in town. The rest are seat- 
tered ; Oliver resides in Kansas; Samuel in 
Glenburn; Judah Cilley’s second wife was 
one of the girls. She was a widow, her 
first husband being Enoch Frost, who died 
some twenty years ago. She now resides 
in Monroe. 

CALVIN AND LUTHER FOGG came here 
to seek work and get farms. They first 
came to Belfast where a man hired them 
to come out to where the Austin farm now 
is and fall ten acres of trees. ‘This they 
did, camping out and bringing their pro- 
visions by spotted line on their backs from 
Belfast. It is claimed that this was the 
fivst opening made in town, and these were 
the first trees cut. Afterwards Benjamin 
Rowe purchased the lot with its improve- 
ments. Some claim that Mr. Rowe was 
the first settler, coming before Mr. Joseph 
Roberts, but we think the burden of proof 
is that Mr. Roberts was the first perma- 
nent settler. At any rate there was but 
little difference in their coming. At that 
time no road existed; the town was a vast 
wilderness; the nearest road was in Bel- 
fast, Unity. Freedom and Monroe. The 
means of access and transportation were 
rude and cumbersome. It was years be- 
fore a ploughed road, that is one any more 
than grubbed out a **wood road” in fact 
was made. Not until the ‘Great farm” at 
Jackson was begun did a road cross the 
town, and this starting at or beyond the 
“Great farm,” run southerly. entering 
Brooks over the Dr. Roberts hill, passing 
through the village over the Doble and 
Cilley hills, by where South Brooks now 
is and over the west part of Oak Hill. 
This is the oldest and is also the hilliest 
road intown. It opened up the Roberts 


Cilley and the Rowe openings, and made 
an outlet to Belfast.
